Will not all the Purchafers of forfeited Eftates, 
all thofe that have Mortgages upon them, or Annuities 
payable out of them, all who have obtained Grants

of fpreading falfe Alarms, and filling the Propric- 
tors with groundlefs Fears and Apprehenfions, in order 
to depreciate the Value of the Funds, when there 1s 
no Danger, but will never give them a Currency when 
there is. . 
“« If Foreigners, upon paffiing this Bill, fhould, as it 
is alledged they will, draw their Money out of our 
Funds, our Comfort is, that they will draw none of 
ours away along with it, which ’tis impoffible to pre- 
vent them from doing, while the Market is open in 
Exchange- Alley: And fhall we for the fake of Com- 
miflion and Brokerage give them Opportunities to raife 
Contributions upon us, whenever they pleafe, for ten 
times the Sum ?

Reflections npon the Luke-warm Patriots whe/e Lazinefs and 
Selfife Cunning get the better of their Honetty. 


HERE is a kind of Men (fay’s Mr. Fog) who 

mean no Ill to their Country, and wo would not 
be tempted either by Place or Penfion to join in any Mea- 
fures ruinous to its true Interefts, and yet by a fatal In- 
dolence in their Tempers are altogether w/é/e/s to it. 

Of this fort was Atticus, who lived at a Time that at- 
tempts were made to deftroy Rome, and lived to fee 
thofe attempts accomplifhed. It is true that Atticus had 
no hand in them himfelf, but on the ot! ér Side, he never 
enter’d the Lifts, or joined or affifted thofe who oppofed 
them, he might perhaps have fome Love for his Country, 
but he lov’d his own Peace and Quiet much better, and 
whatever Character he might have left, as a fine Gentle- 
mao, he was certainly a very bad Patriot. 

There 
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There is’ another fort who have not the excufe of Indo 
lence (bad as it is) to plead, they can be lively arid a& 
ive enough in purfuit of their own private Intereft, but 
when their Country is divided into Parties, aud civil Dif- 
cord runs high, a /rttle felfifh Cunning gets the better of 
their livelinefs, they think it a wifer part to lie by tillthe 
Storm is blown over ; thefe are fuch Men as are half bon- 
ef, which my Lord Rochefer fays, is being very great 
Knaves, they have not Virtue enough to join with 
thofe who ittruggle for Liberty, nor Courage enough to 
lift with them who are aiming to opprefs it, but wait 
to fee which fide fhall prevail, in Order to make their 
Court at laft to the fuccefsfull; they expect fome Favours 
and Gratifications for the Merit of not having oppofed 
them, let which Side get the better. 

It is now fometime fince we gave the Publick a Dif- 
fertation upon the Character and Conduct of Afticus, in 
which out ingenious Correfpondent who fent us that Dif- 
courfe fhewed how highly blamable it was in a Perfon fo 
efteemed by tbe great Men of his Time, and honoured 
by the Peoplé, as Atticus appears to have been, to fit ftill 
with his Arms acrofs, and to remain a quiet Spectator of 
the Encroachments that were making againft the Liberties 
of his Country, without employing that Intereft and Cre- 
dit to oppofe them. _ 

I know there is one Excufe commonly made by thefe 
Cautious Men, at fuch Times as Liberty feems to lofe 
Ground ; which is, that they retire becaufe they can da 
no Good that they thould onty expofe themfelyes 
by a fruitlefs Opofition, without doing their Country any 
Service and the like; but if thefe Cowardly /entiments had 
poflefied all Men at all Times, no Conntry could have 
kept its Liberty long, the Hiftory of all Commonwealths 
of Antiquity would have been much fhorter than we read, 
‘em, and there are many and many Inftances, where Na- 
tional Points of the urmoft Confeqnence have been carri- 
edbyla Majority of one Voice, fo that in an Affembly 
of fome Hundreds aay one Man may at certain ‘Times 
fave or defiroy the Couftitution. ! 

The time has been, that the People have been inflamed, 
Not by the Arts of Men who had Views of their own in 
Creating Difcontents but by the Danger of what was doing 
it was no Phantom raifed by groundlefs Surmifes and 
Fears; but a Spirit fupported even by Conviction 4 
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He, who by his Station or Fortune had fom& Intereft 
with the People,and at fuch Juncture as this, fhou’d take 
fiich great Care of himfelfas to declare of neither Side, 
and lye by tillthe Difpute fhould be over, and the Fer- 
ment cool’d, is like fome Cowardly So/dier, who hides his 
Head onthe Day of Battle, and fhews himfelf again when 
the Danger is at an End, and I think like him deferves to 
be hanged for a Betrayer of his Country. 


Articles of News exratted from FoG’s laft Journar. 


Mott of the Foreign Minifters were on Tuefday Morn- 
ing in Conference with Sir Robert Wa/pole, at his Houfe 
at Chelfea, which made a Report Current in Town, that 
the Negociations for Peace were far advanced ; however, 
no Publick Treaty is yet begun, and if it were, we may 
remember the* Treaty of Cambray lafted for three Years- 
and ended at laft in a ' 

Letters from Sici/y give us an account foon after the 
Begining of laft Month the Caftle of Caftélamana had fur- 
rendered to the Duke of Bitonto, after au attack of 6 
Hours and that the Garrifon confifting of 300 Men, had 
been made Prifoners of War, bur that ro of the commor 
Soldiers lifted immediately into the Spanifh Service. The 
Duke after this fuccefs advanced to Syracufa, and invefted 
that Place, in order to Befiege it in Form, as foon as the 
main Body of the Troops fhould come up with the Ar- 
tillery. Thefe Letters further add, that as the Inhabitants 
of that Ifland are now at Liberty to Publi their G rievt- 
ances, they complain Loudly of their having been harefed 
and plundered by the Germans for thefe many Years : That 
the whole Wealth of the Ifand was not fufhcient to fatisty 
their voracious Appetites ; and what added to the Impo- 
verifhment and Mifery ofthe Inhabitants was, that a very 
{mall Part of the Taxes raifed Yearly were ever Spent in 
the Ifland; fo that all the Keady Money and other Things 
of Value have been tranfported into Germany : This makes 
them fhew an uncommon Eagernefs to extirpate the Ger- 
mans: ‘Uhey now harafs them in their Turn both by Land 
and Sea, and prevent as much as poffible the German Gar- 
rifons from obtaining any fupply of Neceffaries. The Prince 
ot Lobkowitz, Governour of the Cate of Gonzagua 
had, under Favour of the Night, put his Effects on hoard 
a onip, in hopes of conveying them fafe to Trielle, but 
che 
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the Sicilians thought that toomuch Riches had .before heen 
conveyed out of their Ifland to Germany, and therefore 
they refolved to put a Stop to this, for which End. they 
immediately fent an account of the Defiga to the Span- 
iards, who fent fome of their Gallies and intercepted the 
Ship with all the Prince’s Eflecis on Board, as foenas fhe 
failed out of Port.

FITS @2 PEOPLE receive by it. 


poor: is. 2 certain Depofite of Power, made by 
every Individual for the Benefit of the whole Society ; 
or, in other Words, ft is that Form of Rule to whiob 
Men in a Society fubmit, from the Hopes of procuriug there- 
by certain Benefits, which cannot be enjoy’'d without it. 
This Definition is my own, and therefore I will explain 
it, that no /ogical Animadverter may have room to cavil 
at it, or pretend to overturn my Superfructure, by under- 
mining its Foundation. According to my Apprehenfion 
thereforefore, all Governments ought to have the Good of 
their Sudjes for their Objec?, eyen arbitrary Monar- 
chies; and whenever they appear to have loft this Aim, 
that is, when tho/e who adminifeer the Government, oppre/s 
inftead of defending the People, then that Contra, which 
isever to be prefumed between the ruling Powers and 
thofe who are ruled, is broken by the former, and no /oager 
binding on the /atter. But then fuch a Breach muft be 
obvious and glaring, that is, fo manifeft that any Under- 
fending may difcern it before it can warrant Rehfance, 

which in the Ca/eI put, might be with more Propriety 

termed Se//-defence, 

Having thus fhewn what Government is, or at leaft what 
it is apprehended to be by the Author of this Difcour/e, 


‘who has taken as much Pains in his Enguiries about it as 


he is able, the next Step to be taken, 1s to fhew how far 
the Hopes before mentioned, are anfwered, that is, how 
far Government is. really of Ufe to Mankind, an Enquiry 
Which might have been deemed Superflzous, if we had ne- 
ver heard Authors crying out, That confedering the Mi/- 
chiefs brought on the [Vorld by the Mifapplication of Go- 
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veroment, it might be queftioned whether i? was on good 
Grounds to be efteemed ufeful or not. In order then to efta: 
blith the Affirmative, I fhall obferve, that Conveniency, 
Antiquity, and general Praitice, are commonly efteemed 
fufficient Proofs of the U/efulnefs of any thing, and there- 
fore if I can demonftrate, that Government has a juft Claim 
on all thefe Accounts, then I am per/uaded every reafona- 
ble Perufer will agree, that I have done all that can be 
expelicd on this Bead. . ; 

As to the firf# Point, the Bleffings of Commerce, by 
which I mean a /afe Intercourfe among Men, depends em 
tirely on Government, and could not fubfift without ir: 
Now without the Exjoyment of Commerce, how uncom. 
fortable a Thing would. Life be, even if we fhould ex. 
clude the Dominion of Parents over their Children from 
the Notivn of Government, and admit that every Farther 
had the Affiftance of his Fami/y ’till they were grown big 
enough to marry, and fo become Founders of Families 
themielyes. Yet little, eyen with fuch Affiftance, could 
be done: Nothing beyond a Den or a Cave, for Defence 
from the /Veather, could be provided, or perhaps fome 
miferable Auts thatched with the Branches of Trees. A 
Sheep-skin would be the moft magnificent Cloathing, and a 
little broil’d Flefh and wild Roets would be the moft e/e- 
gant Food. Artsthere could be none ; Scrences would ne- 
ver reartheir Heads; a Home Freedom might be main- 
tained, but the Aeauteous Ifand of Britain, in the Hands 
of /uch Inhabitants, would be as Barrea and Inho/pitable as 
the Mountaixs of Iceland. 

But, it may be perhaps objected, that Nations have been 
difcoveredin America and elfewhere, who, without Govera- 
ment, lived happily enough. But to thisI anfwer, that 
the Fad is not abfolutely clear : For when fome /Miyagers, 
froma fhort, imperfect Acquaintance with the /nhbabitants 
of a new found Coaft, have reported, that they had not 
any kind of Policy amongft them; this has, ona /écard Vie 
fit, and more intimate Kaowledge, been owned a Mifake, 
by thofe who fu vouched it, or fucceeding Travellers 
have difcovered it fo to be, as might from many Jfances 
be fhewn, But taking the Odjedicn in the frongef Light, 
will any one at this Day affirm the Condition of thefe /2- 
wage People to be preferable to that of Mes, who live in 
Subjeionto Laws, and are inccrporated under Monarchial 
or other Governments ? The golden Age, which with — 
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fon has been looked on by very wi/e Men only as a eciden 
Dream, whould be far from returning, it Political Societies 
were diffolved, and the State of Mankind would be very in- 
different, if free from Government, and over-run with Vio- 
lence. 

In thus infifting largely on the Uf of Governmcat to 
Mankiad, T have endeavoured to root inthe Minds of my 
je/; learned Readers, a jutt Senfe of a Frath, which hither- 
to perhaps they had only heard afferted in general Terms, 
aad without any Rea/oas afligned. The Fruits which I ex. 
pect from thefe Arguments are a juff Graticude towards 
Providence, and the genersus Care of their Anceffors, 
whereby fuch a Goverument has been fettled for them, as 
affords them all the Protection they can with, and requires 
nothing from them of which they have Cau/e to complain, 
and a reafonable Contempt of thofe /lriters, who reprefent 
the Difurbance or Interruption of Government as a trivial 
Thing, which can produce no Confequences very dreadful 
to a free Nation, but may be attended with larger Acqui- 
fitions of Power to the People, which, whether it be their 
true Intercf# to defire, fhall be difcourfed of in auother 
Place. 

I judge it convenient to obferve, that whenever Civil 
Wars are begun in any Kingdom, that Kingdom is fure to 
feel, in fome meafure, the defperate Effects of Anarchy, 
it being impoffible, whez the Sword is onc: drawn, to 
prevent fome, out of a Spirit of Covetoufnefs or Revenge, 
trom committing the moft terrible Outrages on the Goods, 
and on the Perfons of the Peop/e, under Pretence of ZeaJ 
for the Cau/e, in which fuch Plunderers and Oppreffors 
are engaged, who will not fail to pretend, that it is alf 
the Cuue of the Publick. And if this be fo, as Hifory 
will prove, as well as Reafon render probable, then here 
is another Argument in favour of Government, and the ad- 
hering fteadily to that under which we are born ; for if 
fuch partial and temporary Anarchies are fo mifchievous 
as to raife the Dread and Horror of every fober unpre. 
judiced Perfon, certainly a total Diffolution of Government 
would be the moft deplorable of all Ewi/s, when Men, as 
the Antients fabled of the Offspring of the Dragon's Teeth, 
fhould be at Liberty to kill and deftroy one another, and to 
do whatever the Vickeduc/s of their Minds would pombe 
and the Strenerh of their Arms would enable them to 
commit, Tyrants are indeed Alonfers, and nich 
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which, in fome meafure, {pring from Government ; but of 
fuch on ah there cannot be many at a Time: Whereas, 
in this cafe, every /ratal/y vicious Man would be a Tyrant. 
Whence it is evident, that azy Government is better than 
none at ail, otherwife we muft affert, that the having 
one Nero in the World, would be a worfe Eyil than the

Whether Members of Parliament ought to be allowed # 
bold Places of Profit under the Government? 


HEN thhe Members of the Houfe of Commons 

(fays Mr. Osborne) are difabled from holding P/z- 

ccs, and the Reprefentatives of the People fhall be deem’d 
corrupted for ferving that Government which is ixfita- 
ted and exercifed for the Good of the People ; let us en- 
quire who are to poffefs all the great Places of Honour, 
Truft, and Profit thro’ the Kingdom? Thefe would ei- 
ther devolve generally upon the Lords, or be held by 
Great Commoners, who are, by Law, expelled the Houfe. 
If the Lords fhould poffefs them, the sew Power created by 
fo many Dependencies all over the Nation, added to their 
own /arge perfonal Eftates might, by degrees, be too hard 
for the Power of the Commons, and end in an Arifacracy. 
But if Commoners of Abilities and Effates came in for 
their Share of Places of Tru and Hoxoxur about the 
Crown, they would zatura/ly hate the Houfe of Com- 
commons, from which they were zng/orioufly driven, and 
that Houfe would as naturally envy and hate them; fo 
here would be a new Scene of Contention and Dizifion 
opened ; for ’tis very certain that Gentlemen of E/fates 
and Fortune, of Spirit and Abilities, would ftrongly de- 
fire to appear in Pub/ick Life, and ferve their Country el- 
ther in a Civil or Military Capacity ; and thefe being 
render’d incapable of fitting in the Houfe of Commons, or 
of ferving their Country as Legiflators, that Houfe would, 
I'm afraid, be foon fill’ with Perfons of mean Effates, or 
wneaner Abilities ; with Mechanicks and Rufficks, and fo 
infenfibly dwindle away in Credit and Authority, till the 
King, Lords, and the degraded Commoners of high Birth, 
large Eftates, and fo many Places in their Difpofal, bad 
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sot ali Power into their own Hands, and left the Senara 
oaly an empty Name, or at beit, week Complainers againtk 
aowerful Poffeffors. 

“This, I fear, would be the Confequence of difabling all 
Members of the Houfe of Commons from helding Places + 
However, ’tis worth our while to confider a little about 
it ; for fuch an AZ would certainly be the higheft Indig- 
nity offer’d to the Crown, and the greateft Injuftice to the 
People, and would alfo probably end in a Subverfion of 
the Conftitution. Weare very well at prefent ; fo well, 
that we cannot get by a Change, but ‘may lofe, and that 
terrible too. We may, perhaps, fear that a Houfe of 
Commons fhould be corrupted by the Favour of Courts ; 
this is poflible, and there’s no preventing the Corruption 
of thofe who w#/? be corrupted. Our Reprefentatives do 
well to fecure our Conftitution by the bef Methods they 
can think of ; but, after all, we muft truft Exg/end tog

Arms in /taly; and that they may be farther continued, 
Orders have been iffued to carry on the new Leyigs, 
throughout all the Dominions of the Spaznifh Monarchy, 
with the greateit Expedition Poffible. Great Preparatioa 
is likewife making for putting a Confiderable Navy to 
Sea, early the next Spring, to be ready to join that of 
France for any Expedition, that may, in the mean ‘Time 
be concerted between the two Crowns. 

Forty Veffels fitted out at Berce/ona are ready to cepart 
for /ta/vy, with Amunitions of War: And four Regiments 
of Cavalry have received Orders to ‘repair thither forth. 
with, in Order to embark there, and be tranfported, for 
a Reinforcement to the Confederate-Army in Lombar- 
ay. 

Three -Men of War are failed from Cadiz, with 
£00,000 Pieces of eight, for the Payment of the Spanifh 
‘Troops, in the Kingdom of Nap/es. The Peach Squadron 
which has been fo long in that Harbour, is preparing 
to fail for Zow/on, in Order to Winter there. . 


RoME and ITALY. 


S ‘we gave a particular Account in our laft, of the 

. Battle of Guafalia, and nothing ha happened of 
mportance in the two Armies fince, we have little to add 
trom thofe Parts, The French have received a Reinforce- 
ment of Seven Thoufand Men, which when our lait Let- 
ters came away were arrived at Mi/an. The Jmperial 
Army has likewife been recruited by the Croatians we meDr 
tioned in a former BE £, by Part of the Garrifon ol 
Mantua, and by 2000 frefh Troops. Two Thoufand 
more are arrived at Tiro/, in their Way thither, and the 
Imperialifis pretend they expect feveral Regiments mors 
from their Hereditary Countries. They fancy, that wip 
theie 
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Reinforcements they fhall be enabled, not only to keep 
the Field all the Winter, but to gain ground of the Con. 
federates. 

The French on their Side, talk of recalling thofe Regi- 
ments which have futtered moft, and of fupplying their 
Places with trefh and compleat Regiments. In the mean 
Time, both Armies remain in the fame Sitaution, expect. 
ing thefe new Springs for Future Action. 

The Account we have in our laft, of the Siege of Afi. 
randola being undertakeu by the Marquis de Mazi/febcis is 
confirmed, with the Addition, that the Body he Com- 
mands, for that Siege, confifts of Gooo Men, Infantry and 
Cavalry ; and they are foon to be followed by another Bo- 
dy, and a numerous Train of Artillery. The Governour 
has been already fummoned to furrender; but his refolute 
Anfwer gives usno great hopes of his complying as foon 
as was expected. 

There is a Report of fome Advantages obtained by the 
Count de Traun, the Imperial Governour of Capua; as 
that he drew 1,500 Spaniards, by a Stratagem into a Snare 
aud killed soo of them, on the Spot, and that a Detach- 
ment of his Garrison had intercepted a Spanifb Convoy of 
Forty Waggons, laden with Amunition and Provifions, 
together, with aSum of 79,000 Duckats,

GERMANY, 


T HE Court has given Orders for rg Batallions of Jm- 
perial Troops, which have ferved this Campaign 
on the Rhine, to march for Jta/y, where they propofe to 
be fuperiour to the Confederates, at the Opening of the 
next Campaign, or rather at their quitting their Quarters 
of Refrefhment, whether, it is faid, they only intend to 
retire for one Month, in order to enter upon the Opera- 
tions, which are concerted, (and with which they are very 
big at that Court) with the greater Activity. 

The Armies on the Rbine afford us now nothing but 
the Difpofitions made for Winter-Quarters, on both cides, 
and the defiling of the feveral Bodies of ‘Troops to thofe 
affignedthem. Prince Eugene is departed for Vrenna, as are 


the feyeral Princes of the Empire who have graced the 
Ut , Army 
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Army under his Highneis’s Command, during the Ope- 
rations of the Campaign, to their refpective Courts. The 
Duke of Wirtemberg has taken the Command of the 
Troops at Hailbrun; the Duke of 4remberg at the Black 
Foreft, and Count we at Heidelberg. 

The Court of Vienna, as {oon as they received the News 
of Count Konin/fegg’s having beaten up the Quarters of the 
Marthal de Broglio, ordered Te Deum to be fung, and a 
particular Piece of Mufick to be compos’d on the Occafion ; 
but the Puafers at Paris affure us, that the Emperor ha- 
ving received Advice of the Battle of Guafulia, before 
this Piece of Mufick was perform’d in Publick, found hin- 
{elf obliged to change his Note. 

It #t is confidently reported by fome, that when the 
Martfhal de Brogito’s Quarters were beaten up, the Mar- 
thal, to avoid belng taken, was obliged to run into his 
own Stable in his Shirt; that when he was there, he put 
on one his own Groom’s Frocks, and that being feized 
by the Germans in that Difguife, he had his Liberty givea 
him, as a Fellow too infignificant to be detained a Pri 
foner. 

The fpeedy Journey of King Augufeus for Poland 1s 
now no more doubted of at Dre/den, thirteen Waggons, 
with the Baggage, being already departed: But it is may 
much queftioned, whether his Majefty will think it fafe 
to go to /izr/ew ; it is rather believed, that he will but 
jait enter the Frontiers, to difpatch thofe A ffasrs which 
require his Royal Prefence, and then immediately retura 
to his hereditary Dominions. 

_We are yet at an Uncertainty, with refpect to the King 
of Preffta: Our laft Letters fay he was relapfed ; and it 
was believed, at Ber/in, by feveral concurring Circumftan 
ces, that he was actually dead; but that his Death was 
concealed till the Arrival of the Prince Royal, who was 
expected every Hour at Potfdam.

The Mitcu-Frigate, 
and other Mufcovite Ships, which were taken by the 
French, are returned into the Ports of Rua; but the 
Frenchare not yet broke up from Croafadt, and it is thought 
fome Difficulties have arifen, which have retarded their 
Departure, and which, if not fpeedily removed, will in- 
evitably detain them the whole Winter.

UR Advices from Confantinople do not now pre- 

tend to a Peace concluded with Perfa; but fay, 
that Ambaffadors are upon the Road from thence to bring 
Propofals of Peace thither : And that upon the Conclufion 
of this Peace, the whole Force of the Ottoman Empire 
will be turned on the Chriffians. Count Bonneval leaves 
no Stone unturned to induce the Divan to take this Step, 
and has formed feveral Plans, which he pretends, if fol- 
sth, muft neceflarily open the Way to important Con- 
guefts.
